Fortign Capital and Local Enter- 
prise. 

Tho inexplicable unwillingness ol 
foreign capital to took omploymeat in 
the gold-fields and Bilvor ledges of Bri- 
tish Columbia 1ms doubtless had much 
to do with tho backwardness of miueral 
development A country believed— 
known iu fact— to bo oxtromoly rich in 
tho precious metals, has soaroely yet 
passed boyond tho " hon-sorfttching " 
era of gold mining. Wo do not wish to 
disparage tho efforts and operations of 
thoao hurdy aud advouturous miners 
to which tho Colony Otvos so much. 
But it must be admitted that miuiug 
opcrutiousin British Columbia have 
beon mere " hou-scratohing," When 
compared with tho gigantic workings 
of California, Novada and other parts. 
Nor is this condition difliou.lt to account 
for. Our pcoplo oro " few in number 
and short ot cash." If thoro is ono 
thing uioro than another on account ol 
which tho local Government has incur- 
red censure it is tho spirit of illiborality 
with whioh evory attoicpt toencourugo 
tho inflow of foroigu capital has beo;i 
met, Nor can it bo doubted that tho 
illiberal conditions and vexatious ro- 
strictious sought to bo imposed upon any 
largo organized mining effort iu bygone 
days has contributed in no Email degree 
towards repulsing foreigu capital imd 
foreign enterprise. And it is only under 
the present regime thot a more 1 liberal 
policy hus prevailed. Perhaps the 
first application that hus been mot ia a 
befitting spirit was that of the Lane and 
Kurtz oompany to bo permitted to 
work tho Meadows, on William Creok, 
and wo took occasion at tho time to 
compliment the Government upon the 
faot. Wo or-uld not but dincover in 
that large enterprise, resting wholly 
upon foreign capital, tho dawn of bright 
er days But, Btrango to Bay, no 
sooner has the Government received tho 
plaudits of the people for baviog aban. 
doued a narrow aud injurious policy for 
one of a different character than it is at. 
tacked by somo who protend to speak 
in the name of the poople, and charged 
with extending too much eDCOuragement 
to foreign enterpriso aud foreign capi- 
tal aud even boforn the machinery can 
bo 'set in motion, an enterpriso whioh 
was hailed from one end of tho Colony 
to tho other as ft publio boon, is 
being maligned and spit at by what 
■wo must bo permiUed to designated .as 
narrowminded, personal spite. It is 
greatly to bo regretted that thoro 
ehould bo oveu one found amongst the 
electod mombers of the Legislature 
willing to ouactsuch apart; but it is 
still more to be regretted that such 
conduct should receive evon a sem- 
blai.ee of encouragement from a mem- 
ber of the Government. That there 
should be such an outcry raised against 
tho proposition to exempt the Lano and 
Kurtz machinary from Customs Duties j 
and Iioad Tolls is, indeed, remarkable. ) 
It will bo remembered that the plant, 
material and the supplies ot tho Tele- 
graph Company were exempted from 
dutio* and road tolls", It will also bo 
remembered that yoar after year large 
premiums in money were offered to en- 
courago tho erection of quartz mills, 
flour mills, &e. Aud jot when a company 
propones to set up u quartz imll.Biiwiiiill 
and a mo3t powerful and complete steam 
pumping upparutus and apply half a 
pillion oi foreign capital to the develop 
meat of a piece ot ground from whioh 
colonial enterprise has turned away in 
despair, them is a clamour ra.sod 
against permitting tho muchinory to 
pusa in free I Let us at least try and be 
consistent, and not destroy tho good 
effects of a'good beginning. Should the 
Lane and Kurtz Company meet With 
reasonable eno'otragetnent and success 
it will Himply pave the way for other 
enterprises. But if a disposition bo 
shown to "ainch" foreign onturpiiso 
aud capital ns soon ao they onter the 
Colony the fate of this pioneer Company 
will only serve as a warning to other*. 
The pretence that it is unjust and dis- 
couraging to local manufacturers to 
admit, tho ma-hinory in question freo 
ol duty will scarcely " hold water." 
This enterprise is a pioneor, un experi- 
mental one, aud tho local manufact- 
urers were scarcely prepared to make 
tho machinery, unless at considerable 
disadvantage. But should tho oxpuii- 
ment prove successful and a 
nssquont demand for similar tea- 
ohinery spring up thou would ho tho 
time to protect our own manufaoturo; s. 
Ba far Kona the remission of duties in 
the -present instance beinp inimical to tho 
interests of local manufacturers we 
hold it ho the very reverso ; lor it is 
encouraging experimental enterprise 
calculated to «■ bring grist to their mill 
Indeed, we arc in « position to Btats 
that it is so regarded by our local 
ioundrymon and machinist* Iho Ixov- 
crninont can scarcely hold oat too great 
inducements tfl foreign capital and 
enteiprisu to enter this Colouy for tho 
purpose ot developing its vast latent 
resources. It will bo time enough to 
think about "applying tho brakes 
when such ontorpiises shall have uui- 
erae'd from tho oxpeumentol era, and 
tho Colony shall ho laboring
